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Claims 1 and 20 each recite a "graphical user interface configured to display a channel 
list including at least one television channel and at least one internet channel concurrently." 
Claim 6 recites "one or more channel lists integrating the television channels and the internet 
channels." Claim 15 recites "channel lists integrating one or more television channels and one or 
more internet channels." Claim 17 recites providing "one or more channel lists" which 
"integrate one or more television channels and one or more intemet channels." Claim 19 recites 
"including at least one television channel and at least one intemet channel concurrently in a list." 

In contrast, Klosterman does not integrate intemet and television channels into a single 
display, as is required by the present claims. The Office Action asserts that Klosterman teaches a 
graphical user interface configured to display a channel list including both intemet and television 
channels. However, a reading of Klosterman shows this to be incorrect. Klosterman at col. 9, . 
lines 19-53 describes Figures 6a, 6b, and 6c, which are relied upon in the office Action. It is 
clear not only fi-om a viewing of the Figures but also fi-om a reading of the text that at no time 
, does Klosterman have a unified graphical user interface. Instead, what Klosterman shows is , 
three separate and distinct screens, each of which contains either television channel references, or 
intemet channel references, but never both. At no point in Klosterman are intemet and television 
channels present in the same graphical user interface. Specifically, Figure 6b, as described in 
f, Klosterman, contains virtual channel 640 and an information region 620. No television channel 
lists are present. Figure 6c, as described in Klosterman, contains three web site icons 660, 665, 
and 669. No television channel lists are present. Instead, separate screens are used in 
Klosterman for television and for intemet channels. They are not combined in a single GUI as 
required by the present claims. 

As Klosterman does not contain each and every element of the claims, claims 1,6, 15, 17, 
19 and 20 are believed allowable. The remaining claims depend firom and further define one of 
patentably distinct claims 1, 6, 15, 17, 19 or 20, and are also believed allowable. 

The drawings will be corrected per the request of the Office Action upon an indication of 
allowabihty of the claims.
